Dr. McQueen, speaking under 
ess of great emotion,” and itt is Im- 
porsible for me to adequately thank 
you for the rich provision you have 
made for me and my wife in our de- 
clining years. I have reached the 
three score and ten, the allotted span 
of life, and I would suggest that an 
associate pastor be appointed to work 
in association with me, that he may 
be gradually worked into the spirit of 
the church while I have strength to 
co-operate with him.”
